CHIN’S CHIN. 


IT BECOMES GREATLY FATIGUED DURING 
THE QOROSS-EXAMINATION TO-DAY, 


He Protests Against the Reiteration of the 
Same Question—His Elastic Religious Prin- 
ciples—The Conspiracy at Joe Gong’s—The 
Court Proceedings in the Chinese Murder 


During the afternoon session of the Criminal 
Court yesterday, counsel engaged in de- 
fending Chyo Ohiagck, one of the al- 
leged murderers of Lou Johnson, began their 
cross-examination of Lee Chin, the laundry- 
man whose direct examination was reported 
in yesterday’s Post-DisPaTOR. The attempt 
was made to confuse him in dates, but he 
showed himself very familiar with the Ameri- 
can system of chronology. Judge Laughlin 
and Mr. Fauntleroy both protested against 
Wong Chin Foo acting as interpreter, 
on the ground of incompetency, but 
the Court decided that that question 
must be settled later. The same witness was 
placed on the stand at 10:15 this morning, when 
the cross-examination was resumed. He said 
he remembered that the meeting at which 
the assassination was discussed was two 
weeks before the murder. Witness said that 
on the night of the murder Baptiste 
called on him and told him that 


he was going to New York. Then he told wit- 
ness, without — particulars about the 
discovery, that Jo on had been murdered 
and asked witness who did it. Witness said 
that he knew something about the other side, 
He was not instructed by Baptiste, who did 
not tell him that the time had come to down 
the other side. Baptiste sent a strange Ohina- 
manto him at his laundry about mi ht 
in June 1, the day that Johnson was killed. He 
had known Baptiste by sight for some time; 
how long he could not remember. He had le 

Johnson know about the reward for his life 
and Johnson told Baptiste; therefore Baptiste 
sent for him to as m about it. 
Baptiste had not told him that heshould swear 
against these men. He told the same story 
before the Coroner as he was telling in court, 
and had not seen the defendants since. 

The defense then veered around to the ques- 
tion of the second meeting at Joe Gong’s piace. 
Here Lee Chin created a ripple of laughter by 
informing the Court through the interpreter 
that he was tired of 

ANSWERING THE SAME QUESTION

of it. 

The Court said he would have to answer the 
questions. 

He was then asked the names of those pres- 
ent. He announced Joe Gong, Pock Sig, Ah 
Mun, Chyo Pock, Hock Siack, You Sing and 
Chyo Chiagok.

A Blow at Individual Hackmen. 
Mr. M. R. R. Collins, Jr., Delegate from the 
Eighteenth Ward, introduced a bill into the

THE BOYCOTT. 

Asa last remedy against boycotting in 
Ireland, it is to be declared a crime. This 
shows that the new weapon is doing its 
work thoroughly. So effective is it that 
to resist it England is prepared to throw 
aside that whole system of political econ- 
omy on which recent legislation has been 
based. . 

Freedom of trade, freedom of action, 
freedom of intercourse, these are the 
fundamental principles underlying the 
British industrial system. The seller is 
free to ask any price he wishes, because 
the buyer is free to buy where he chooses. 
The employer is free to offer starvation 
wages, because the workman is free to re- 
fuse them. The landlord is free to charge 
any rent, because he cannot get more than 
the land is worth. These and similar 
beautiful theories have comforted the 
Pecksniffs and Chadbands of British po- 
litical economy, while the plutocrats of 
trade and of land and of politics have 
waxed fatter and fatter from starvation 
of labor, the extortion of tenants and the 
monopoly of office. 

Suddenly some poor Irish peasants dis- 
covered that they, too, had some small, 
younger brother’s portion of that boasted 
British freedom—the right to let other 
people alone, That was all the right they 
Claimed or exercised—not the right of re- 
sistance, not the right of revolution, not 
independence nor separation, nor venge- 
ance nor retaliation, but merely the 
one, poor, simple, natural, primal and 
inalienable right to go about their daily 
business under the law and among them- 
selves. They tried this plan on one of 
their persecutors, one Captain Borcorr, 
and a new force was created. 

Now, England is trying to fight it by re- 
actionary and Tory legislation, by the per- 
sonal government of Russia, the persecu- 
tion of the Czars, instead of that ample 
freedom of the land of the habeas corpus 
and of the Great Charter. The attempt is 
hopeless. Toryism can only stultify itself 
by trying conclusions with the new force. 
No free governmen 1 legislate against 
the boycott, and whem the conditions 
permit ot effective boycotting, boycotting is 
going to be tried. If it is an evil, the only 
way to cure it is to remove the causes; as 
long as the causes exist the consequences 
will follow.

The Kansas City Times thinks that Attor- 
ney General BOONE’s protest against the 
sine dieadjournmentof the Branch Peniten- 
tiary Commissioners is unanswerable, and 
that the strongest point he makes is where 
he says: We have not performed the du- 
ties imposed upon us by the actof theGen- 
eral Assembly of this State, approved 
March 28, 1885.“ Now, whether or not this 
is true and unanswerable, depends alto- 
gether upon the nature of the duties im- 
posed upon the Commissioners by the act 
aforesaid, If the duty imposed upon them 
was to ascertain where Governor MakMa- 
DUKE wished them to locate the Branch, 
and to locate it according to his wish, they 
certainly have not performed that duty. 
But if the Legislature intended that the 
location should be selected by the Gover- 
nor alone, why did the act pretend to 
charge the Commissioners with the duty 
and responsibility of choosing the site? If 
the Governor’s single will was to out- 
weigh that of the three Commissioners 
why were they designated at all? On the 
contrary, if the law made it their duty to 
exercise their own best judgment in the 
selection of a site, they have not only per- 
formed that duty, but they have selected 
four different sites, and the Governor has 
refused to sign a warrant for the purchase 
of any one of the four. He has also re- 
fused to indicate any location which he 
will sanction the purchase of. In discon- 
tinuing their wild hunt for a location that 
would please the Governor, when it was 
an open secret that the Governor and the 
Warden were against the purchase of any 
new site under that act, the Commission- 
ers simply refused to be trified with and 
to be made a buttofanylonger. Thenext 
time the Legislature wants a site selected 
it should either commission the Governor 
alone to make the selection, or tt should 
divest him of all control over the choice of 
those who aré commissioned to make it. 
In this case, instead of vetoing a bill, the 
Governor has simply vetoed an act of the 
Legislature.

The Big Wind in Ireland. 
To the Editor of the PosT-DISPATCH: 

In one of last week’s editions of your pa- 
per I read your answer to the query of Read - 
er’’ in reference to ‘‘the big wind in Ireland, 
which stated that his question ‘‘was unintel- 
ligible.’’ Permit me to inform your cor- 
respondent that the hurricane popularly 
known in Ireland as the big wind’’ occurred 
on the night of the 6th of January, 1837, and

McDowell, whose ancestors came to Ireland 
to assist Cromwell in his war of massacre and 
spoliation against the native Celts, was fike 
most of his class of the present day, a cruel 
and unrelenting t; having quenched the 
fires in the humble, but happy and prosperous 
homes of 650 families. Nor did all that Wrutal 
and fiendish work satiate the rapacity of the 
anti-Christian monster, Not content with ex- 
ercising the despotic powers which a barbar- 
ous law enabled him to wield over his luckless 
tenantry, he wreaked his vengeance on four- 
teen men, six of whom were priests, and had 
them executed on the trumped-up charge of 
high treason. Other incidents of his career

TROUBLE CAUSED BY A LOADED CIGAR IN

An Evening Fireside Scene Disturbed by an 
Explosion—Application for a Receiver—A 
Wife’s Answer and Cross-Bill—New Suits 
and Matters in Litigation To-Day.
